Charles Sedenquist of Wells 
Township, Grey Knaus of Cornell Township and 
Jerome Stannard of Ford River Township met 
with the Escanaba Area Board of Education on 
the crisis, trying to get the huge problem of 
transportation of township students to the area 
school off their political backs. 
Where were these men when the decision 
on the buses — so crucial to the educational wel­ 
fare of their constituents — was being formu­ 
lated? 
We don’t intend to single them out for ac­ 
countability here because the millage lost in 7 
of the IO precincts of the school district includ­ 
ing 4 of the 7 city districts, but the bus problem 
is not acute in the city in the same degree that it 
is in the townships with their distances from the 
high school.

As government officers in positions of in­ 
fluence they could have helped the 
non-paid 
board of education explain the school district’s 
predicament to their people so that it would 
have been received with more understanding, 
belief and acceptance. 
Instead, opposition to the millage increased. 
Our public education system was under test and 
failing.

An angry area opposition was created. A 
public campaign of vilification tried to make Lu­ 
ther Barrett, the superintendent of the Escana­ 
ba Area School District, into some kind of edu­ 
cational monster. If we are to move ahead, event­ 
ually there must be an 
acknowledgement on 
the part of local government that the schools 
are a legitimate, specially precious and needful 
branch of government which deserves the under­ 
standing and cooperation of other local govern­ 
ments. They haven’t had it. 
Since the election, the board has planned 
for a budget that will balance school income and 
spending and clean up the deficit. If it keeps the 
buses rolling there’il be a deficit estimated at 
more than $100,000 for the coming school year. 
The board, we assume, reasons that the 
people were informed wrhat would happen if they 
voted down the millage and they voted it down. 
The people control the situation, so the board or­ 
dered the economies it had proposed as the al­ 
ternative to the millage: no buses, non-hiring of 
more teachers, etc.

The board, mind you, WANTED THE BUS­ 
ES. Otherwise there would not have been five 
elections trying to get the money to keep them 
rolling. (Michigan school law prohibits deficit 
spending.) 
The board still hopes to operate the buses. 
It has been considering another millage election 
for bus operation next year. If it carried the 
board would probably immediately get the buses 
out of the bam. But that doesn’t look like a pros­ 
pect before the New Year.

The Press has its own thoughts on the sub­ 
ject. 
It believes, like the board of education, that 
the schools must be run with the amount of 
money that local taxes and state aids will pro­ 
vide. 
But it doesn’t believe that a consolidated 
school district like the Escanaba Area District, 
with three townships joined with a city district, 
can be operated without buses. 
It is discriminatory against the rural resi­ 
dents of the district. 
It violates the intention of the pledges of 
our educational leaders who, with their wisdom, 
got the rural and suburban townships to join 
the city in the creation of the area district in 
1959 so that a school program could be offered 
to all our children that would be superior to what 
any of the units could provide singly.

We fear after nearly a decade of bus service 
that the loss of it will create serious losses of 
both student registration and attendance. We 
especially fear that it will 
hit hardest at the 
children who need educational opportunity the 
most to cope with today’s job market discrimi­ 
nations. 
We expect the loss of the buses to be divi­ 
sive in the friendship of city and rural areas. 
We believe that, by hook or crook, the buses 
should run as a now vital element of any consoli­ 
dated school district. Children simply must have 
the means of getting to school or school program 
has no meaning.

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New Lock Will 
Help Local Port 


A new age of Great Lakes 
shipping is dawning 
says 
a 
Michigan State University pro­ 
fessor of business. 
Eh. Anne C. Garrison says 
that the opening of a giant, 
new lock at Sault Ste. Marie 
and the launching of the first 
bulk ore carrier it was design­ 
ed to serve will begin “the age 
of the longer ships.” 
The new lock, 
named 
the 
Poe, is now scheduled to open 
next spring. It was to have 
opened in August of this year 
to coincide with the city’s 300th 
anniversary. 
The new ships, some of them 
1,000 feet long, will fit in the 
new 1,200-foot lock with plenty 
of room ahead and astern, but 
will have only 2y% feet to spare 
between 
gunwale 
and

wall. 
Since locks set a size limit 
on vessels, Dr. 
Garrison 
ex­ 
plains, the Lake Carriers As­ 
sociation

about enlarging the capacity of 
the Soo locks.

the past six years,” she

ports, “the association persuad­ 
ed the Army’* Corps of En­ 


gineers to change

ther from the originally plan­ 
ned width of IOO feet to HO. 
Dr. Garrison points out that 
the incentive for larger ships 
and hence larger locks is the 
growth in the shipment of ta­ 
conite pellets “which now con­ 
stitute 65 per cent of Michi­ 
gan iron shipments.” 
The pellets, which are more 
uniform in size than the raw 
ore, are highly desired for use 
in blast furnaces. 
This uniformity of size makes 
is possible to load and unload 


a cargo of pellets by automated 
means. 
Since the travel speed of the 
ore vessels is less an economic 
factor than the speed of load­ 
ing and unloading, says Dr. 
Garrison, the new bulk carriers 
will make more trips per sea­ 
son by taking advantage of 
the automated handling meth­ 
ods.

NEW YORK (NEA)—Despite 
the competitive rhetoric of the 
election 
campaign, 
American 
voters will have to use a mi- 
sroscope to discover major dif­ 
ferences in foreign policy be­ 
tween Richard Nixon, the Re­ 
publican presidential nominee, 
and his Democratic rival, Hu­ 
bert Humphrey. 
Both 
candidates, 
seasoned 
politicians, are hardly novices 
in the field of international 
relations. 
They 
are 
equally 
aware of the changes that have 
occurred 
in 
the 
Communist 
and non-Communist worlds in 
the last decade. Each is anx­ 
ious, in his own way, to bring 
American policies in line with 
the realities of 
the 
existing 
situation. 
Like Humphrey, Nixon has 
discarded his rigid 
hawkish 
position on Vietnam and has 
become at least a reluctant 
dove. 
The GOP platform, 
which 
was tailored to help Nixon’s 
candidacy, no longer calls for 
a clear-cut military victory in 
the Southeast Asian conflict. 
Instead of increased U. S. mili­ 
tary involvement, the platform 
even calls for “progressive de- 
Americanization” of the war 
in Vietnam.

Like Humphrey, Nixon does 
not exclude the possibility of 
direct U. S. negotiations with 
the Viet Cong. However, he in­ 
sists 
that 
such 
negotiations 
must have the approval of the 
Saigon government and should 
not jeopardize South Vietnam’s 
independence. 
In this respect Nixon and 
Humphrey differ sharply with 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy who 
has been urging the Johnson 
administration to include the 
Viet Cong Communists in a 
coalition 
government with or 
without the consent of Saigon 
and without any prior condi­ 
tions or agreements. 
Both Nixon and Humphrey 
urge 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
people to ta ae more of the re­ 
sponsibility in the conduct of 
the war. However, they equal­ 
ly reject what Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er 
called 
a 
“camouflaged 
surrender** of the legitimate 
American or Allied interests. 
Both refer vaguely to a “peace 
with honor.”

To be sure, the Democratic 
candidate, 
like 
his 
party, 
would be more generous with 
foreign aid than his Republi­ 
can rival. 
If Nixon adheres to the let­ 
ter of the GGP platform, “Na­ 
tions hostile to this country 
will receive no assistance from 
the United States.” Humphrey 
believes that foreign aid could 


serve as a useful instrument of 
American foreign policy even 
if extended to hostile nation* 
under proper conditions. 
But this, after all, is a minor 
difference which will have to 
be evaluated and re-examined 
in accordance with changing 
international events. 
On vital questions like NATO 
or U. S. relations with Russia 
and Red China there is in­ 
deed little difference between 
the views of Humphrey and 
Nixon.

candidates 
have 
made it clear that they con­ 
tinue to regard West Europe 
and NATO as the key to Amer­ 
ican security. Whoever is elect­ 
ed president will seek to re­ 
organize and strengthen NATO 
and use his influence for great­

the admission of Britain into 
the Common Market. 
Neither Humphrey nor Nix­ 
on believes that the Commu­ 
nists whether pro-Russian or 
pro-Chinese, have abandoned 
their Marxist-Leninist dream 
of “revolutionary wars of lib­ 
eration.” 
But they agree that Russia’s 
quarrel with Red China and 
the wave of reform in Czech­ 
oslovakia 
and

East Europe has considerably 
weakened

monolith.” 
This, in the view of Hum­ 
phrey and Nixon, has opened

The reef was laid down by 
corals and sediments during a 
period about 360 million years 
ago when the Great Lakes area 
was covered by the Silurian 
Sea.

and has maintained the tower­ 
ing lip of Niagara Falls for 
thousands of years. 
Other Upper Peninsula quar­ 
ries of limestone and dolomite 
are those of Inland Lime &

Steel Co., at Port Inland near 
Gulliver; and the US. Steel 
Corp. quarry near Cedarville in 
Mackinac County. 
Bethlehem in March of this 
year announced its acquisition 
of 12,00 acres of limestone land 
in the Point Patterson area on 
the top of Lake Michigan in 
Mackinac and Schoolcraft coun­ 
ties.

Ocean's Wealth 


SYDNEY (AP) — Australia 
is rapidly exploiting her sea 
treasures — not only off-shore 
oil, but minerals, fish and other 
seafood. 
From her vast beaches Aus­ 
tralia is mining hundreds of 
thousands of tons of atomic-age 
metals such as rutile and zir­ 
con, and black ilmenite used as 
a pigment. 
Rutile 
can 
withstand very 
high tem peratures and is used 
in such machinery as jet en­ 
gines. Today Australia is pro­ 
ducing 275,000 tons of rutile a 
year, 95 per cent of production 
in non-Communist countries. 
Zircon production at 250,000 
tons is almost three-fourths of 
the 
total 
in 
non-Communist 
countries. This mineral is used 
in wrapping commercial nu­ 
clear reactors, in foundry work 
and in moulding ceramics. 
Ilmenite production is 500,000 
tons a year, and a new treat­ 
ment plant being built at Glad­ 
stone. Queensland, could double 
the supply. 
Overseas earnings from these 
three minerals were 36 million 
Australian dollars ($40,320,000 
U.S.) in 1967, and are expect­ 
ed to reach 47 million Aus­ 
tralian 
dollars 
($52,640,000 
U.S) by 1971. 
The growth In the Australian 
fishing industry has been just 
as spectacular. 
Last year fishing earned Aus­ 
tralia 
44 
million 
Australian 
dollars ($49.28 million U.S.). 
Although this was only .2 per 
cent of the Gross National Pro­ 
duct it was comparable with 
the earnings of a major fishing 
nation like Britain. 
Fishing has had a 6 per cent 
growth rate compared with 4.4 
per cent average for all other 
Australian 
primary industries 
in the last 15 years. 
Crayfish trapping has grown 
tremendously in the last 20 
years, largely because of the 
demand of the American m ar­ 
ket. There has also been a boom 
in abalone fishing in the last 
two 
years. 
Then 
there 
are 
prawns by the billion in Aus­ 
tralian waters. 
Another development in the 
fishing boom has been the con­ 
struction 
of 
Australia’s 
first 
factory to boil down fish for 
fish meal to be fed to pigs and 
cattle.
